RESIGNATION IN FULL

“ My Dear Mr. President: 
“ Your letter of Man h 27 by the 
hand of your .secretary requests my 
resignation as Attorney Ckneral of 
the United States. 
“ Solely out of deference and

compliance therewith, I hereby ten­ 
der my resignation. 
“ While you do not state when you 
desire my resignation to become ef­ 
fective, I must respectfully request 
it become effective forthw ith.

W ashington, March 28.— Harry M. 
Daugherty, intimate friend and poli­ 
tical advisor of the H arding adminis­ 
tration, was forced out of office today 
by the fire of a senate investigating 
committee which prompted President 
Coolidge to ask his resignation. 
The man who more than any other 
effected the nomination of the late 
President Harding, went out only 
after a long struggle in which he 
defied the senate and house commit 
tees to find him guilty of wrong do 
ing in office and opposed the *oun.-***I 
of senatorial friends to resign 
lits 
post voluntarily. 
The ouster of the attorney genera] 
came w ith dramatic suddenness, af­ 
ter weeks of speculation as to how 
long President Coolidge will resist 
the demands that he put him out. 
M a n y 
of

republican, 
leaders in and out of congress urged 
Coolidge constantly to act for the 
good of the party. 
Even indirect methods were em ­ 
ployed to Indicate to Daugherty that 
it would please the president if h** 
got out.

He would leave, he said, only if guilt 
of misconduct in office was proved 
against him or if Coolidge personally 
demanded it.

In a piper prepared at the request of the National Education 
association department of till per inttndence, h. I), (’oilman, presi­ 
dent of the I Diversity of Minnesota, brings out some salient 
points worthy of consideration by all interested in higher educa­ 
tion. Although there is a group in colleges and universities which 
is seeking to limit attendance by various regulations, the public 
point of view is and will continue to be that the humblest person 
who meets the entrance mjuirements at institutions of higher 
learning is entitled to his lair chance at higher education, is the 
opinion of Mr. Coffman. 
Dr. Coffalan states that it has only been a few’ years since 
educators wont out in the highways and byways to persuade stu­ 
dent* to go to college. 
“ The most lurid sort of advertisements 
were used,” he said. “ Now’ all this is changed. A few presidents 
of universities and individual members of many faculties have 
sounded a new slogan— it is that too many students are going to 
college. 
“ No evidence is deduced that a college education is any less 
valuable than it ever was. 
It is claimed that many of those now 
entering college are mentally incapable of doing satisfactory col­ 
lege work and that it is latter to educate a few gifted iK*rsons 
than to attempt to provide a college education for great masses. 
“ Kilt there does not seem to be any conclusive evidence to 
show, at least I have been unable to find it, that the percentage o f 
mentally incapable students in college today is any greater than 
it ever was. 
It seems doubtful to me that those who desire to 
limit college attendance to the number that present facilities can 
accommodate wll receive the permanent approval of the public. 
The opinion still prevails, indeed it adheres in the American con­ 
ception of the constitution of democratic society, that every child 
is entitled to a fair opportunity from the kindergarten to the uni­ 
versity, The debate as to the functions of universities, and parti­ 
cularly cl state universities in providing educational facilities for 
The average man, may grow serious, but the popular conception o f 
the state university, that it is part of the public school system and 
therefore has a definite public obligation to perform, will not be 
easily put aside.” 


IMM. L I C E N S E S 


The city council, at its last meeting, adopted the amendment 
to the dog license ordinance which makes all licenses payable 
April I. 
On May I unpaid dog licenses become delinquent and 
will be turned over to the police department* Th** council found 
by the records that few’ paid dog licenses last year and it an­ 
nounced its intention to employ some one at its next meeting to 
vigorously pash,the terms of the ordinance. 
The ordinance pro­ 
vides the impounding of all dogs whose license has not been paid 
and the tining of the owners for non-payment. 
One member of 
the council expressed regrets that such strenuous measures must 
be followed, for otherwise licenses are not taken out. 
According to the city clerk, approximately 810 licenses were 
issued last year and 175 in 1922. The banner years for dog license 
collections was the period when B. E. Rocher was in charge. 
He 
made an intensive survey of the city, neglecting no one and r e n t ­ 
ing all dog owners, whether the animal in question was a New’ 
Foundland or a fluffy lap dog of c igar lx»x proportions. 
Several 
cases were taken to the courts, hut it was generally held that a 
dog was a dog whether he was a pup, diminutive lap dog or any 
other breed. 
The dog population of Brainerd is increasing and ranges from 
mongrel to high bred hunting dog. 
Some families, if the taxing 
is strictly enforced, will have to cut down their entourage of 
canines. 
A dog is a noble' animal and one of the finest pieces in litera­ 
ture was an address made a jury when a lawyer, later a United 
States senator, defended the dog’s owner and paid a loving tribute 
to the animal. 
Fhe police dogs of the world war showed almost 
uncanny human intelligence in ferreting out things. 
The greatest companion of the average small boy is his pup 
or dog and if father wants to avoid difficulties, he should see that 
the dog tax is paid in April and not allowed to lapse May I.

T he Department of the Interior, Bureau of Education, has 
made this significant comment on the subject, “ For What Kind of 
Education is the Farmer Paying?”

It is giving I I times 
as much of its teaching effort to foreign languages as to agricul­ 
ture.

The country has been stirred from center to circumference 
since 1920 because of acute problems growing out. of the agricul­ 
tural situation, 
I he best minds of tin* country have found the 
problem so complex that little agreement as to proper solution 
exists. 
Ought not tile schools especially in such communities as 
are primarily dependent upon agriculture give a large part of 
their effort in training that will help directly in the solution of 
farm problems? Ought not farmers themselves solve their own 
problems ? Can farmers ever be certain that proper measures are 
proposed when they originate with other than farm groups?

your school so organized that a reasonable amount of effort is 
concerned with the solution of farm prblems?

Jn a paper prepared at tho request of the Nat ional Education 
association department of superintendence, L. I). Codman, presi­ 
dent of the University of Minnesota, brings out some salient 
points worthy of consideration by all interested in higher educa­ 
tion. Although there is a group in colleges and universities which 
is seeking to limit attendance by various regulations, the public 
point of view is and will continue to be that the humblest person 
who meets the entrance requirements at institutions of higher 
learning is entitled to his fair chance at higher education, is the 
opinion of Mr. Coffman. 
Dr. Coffnlan states that it has only been a few years since 
educators went out in the highways and byways to persuade stu­ 
dents to go to college. 
‘T he most lurid sort of advertisements 
were used,” lie said. “ Now all this is changed. 
A few presidents 
of universities and individual members of many faculties have 
sounded a new slogan— it is that too many students are going to 
college. 
‘‘No evidence is deduced that a college education is any less 
valuable than it ever was. 
It is claimed that many of those now 
entering college are mentally incapable of doing satisfactory col­ 
lege work and that it is better to* educate a few gifted persons 
than to attempt to provide a college education for great masses. 
‘‘But there does not seem to be any conclusive evidence to 
show, at least I have been unable to find it, that the percentage of 
mentally incapable students in college today is any greater than 
it ever was. 
It seems doubtful to me that those who desire to 
limit college attendance to the number that present facilities can 
accommodate wll receive the permanent approval of the public. 
The opinion still prevails, indeed it adheres in the American con­ 
ception of the constitution of democratic society, that every child 
is entitled to a fair opportunity from the kindergarten to the uni­ 
versity. The debate as to the functions of universities, and parti­ 
cularly of state universities in providing educational facilities for 
The average man, may grow serious, but the popular conception of 
the state university, that it is part of the public school system and 
therefore has a definite public obligation to perform, will no! be 
easily put aside.”

T he city council, at its last meeting, adopted the amendment 
to the dog license ordinance which makes all licenses payable 
April I. 
On May I unpaid dog licenses become delinquent and 
will be turned over to the police deportment. 
The council found 
by the records that few paid dog licenses last year and it an­ 
nounced its intention to employ some one at its next meeting to 
vigorously push ,the terms of the ordinance. 
The ordinance pro­ 
vides the impounding of all dogs whose license has not been paid 
and the fining of the owners for non-payment. 
One member of 
the council expressed regrets that such strenuous measures must 
be followed, for otherwise licenses are not taken out. 
According to the city clerk, approximately ” 10 licenses were 
issued last year and 175 in 1922. The banner years for dog license 
collections was the period when B. E. Rocher was in charge. 
He 
made an intensive survey of the city, neglecting no one and report­ 
ing all dog owners, whether the animal in question was a New 
Foundland or a fluffy lap dog of cigar box proportions. 
Several 
cases were taken to the courts, but it was generally held that a 
dog was a dog whether he was a pup, diminutive lap dog or any 
other breed. 
The dog population of Brainerd is increasing and ranges from 
mongrel to high bred hunting dog. 
Some families, if the taxing 
is strictly enforced, will have to cut down their entourage of 
canines.

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EHR WHAT KIND HE EDUCATION IS T H E F A RM ER I*AVINO! 


T he Department of the Interior, Bureau of Education, has 
made this significant comment on the subject, ‘‘For What Kind of 
Education is the Farmer Paying?” 
A high school in a community in a western state supported 
almost entirely by agriculture is giving only eight-tenths of one 
per cent of its teaching effort to agriculture. It is giving 14 times 
as much of its teaching effort to foreign languages as to agricul­ 
ture. 
Yet this community will rise or fall according to the de­ 
gree of intelligence brought to bear upon agricultural problems. 
The country has been stirred from center to circumference 
since 1920 because of acute problems growing out of the agricul­ 
tural situation. 
The best minds of the country have found the 
problem so complex that little agreement as to proper solution 
exists. 
Ought not the schools especially in such communities as 
are primarily dependent upon agriculture give a large part of 
their effort in training that will help directly in the solution of 
farm problems? Ought not farmers themselves solve their own 
problems? Can farmers ever be certain that proper measures are 
proposed when they originate with other than farm groups?

your school so organized that a reasonable amount of effort is 
concerned with the solution of farm prblems?
